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The Nature of Reality 


On Thursday 9 February Professor Michael Redhead delivered the fifth 
Lakatos Award lecture The Nature of Reality at the LSE 


Michael Redhead is Professor of History 
and Philosophy of Science at the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge and a Fellow of 
Wolfson College. He received the Award 
for his book Incompleteness, and 
Nonlocality and Realism which deals 
with the fundamental philosophical 
problems associated with quantum 
physics. He is the first recipient in the 
three year history of the Award who has 
not shared it. The Award, presented 
annually, is worth £10,000. 


The Lakatos Award is donated by the 
Latsis Foundation in memory of the late 
Imre Lakatos, who was professor of 
Logic (with special reference to the 
Philosophy of Mathematics) at the LSE. 
The Award is for an outstanding contri- 
bution, in the form of a book, to the 
Philosophy of Science. Michael Red- 
head, in his acceptance speech, pledged 
to invest his prize in a fund which is to 
be established in Cambridge to assist 
research in the subject. 


Centenary fund-raising 
and student support 


An important step forward in prepa- 
ration for the Centenary was taken by 
the External Relations Committee last 
Thursday evening. 


Members agreed to forward to the Stand- 
ing Committee of the Governors a 


blueprint for the School’s fund-raising 
strategy for the coming years, of which 
1995 will be the focus. 


The fund-raising effort will stress the 
School’s success through self-reliance, as 
distinct from appealing for funding to 
remedy deficiencies as one other major 
university is doing. The development 
statement about the future of the School 
(qv LSE in the 1990s, Circular 13.2.89) 
will be crucial in setting out the interna- 
tional importance of the School as the 
basis of the fund-raising. 


Alumni and friends of the School will 
have a major role in the Centenary effort, 
including fund-raising; they and other 
members of the School will be fully 
consulted and brought into the process. 
There will be consultation also with 
fund-raising consultants about the scale 
of funds to be aimed for. 


A fund to provide student support is one 
of the principal fund-raising objectives 
being considered. This would be a 
continuation of the LSE 1980s Fund. It 
was noted that so far this session 106 
Students have received awards from the 
Fund, totalling £176,508, bringing 
disbursements since 1979 to £1,434,513. 


Short Courses initiative 


A feasibility study in the School 
recently recommended an expansion 
of continuing education and particu- 
larly short course activity: action is 
now being taken to implement a 
programme. 


A Short Courses Office will be estab- 
lished, consisting of a full-time adminis- 
trator and secretary, and led by a Dean of 
Continuing Education, who will be an 
LSE academic working perhaps half of 
their time on this project. The Short

Press & Information Office 


The Press and Information Office, now 
located in Connaught House (H616), is 
primarily concemed with promoting the 
School in the media and internal commu- 
nication via the weekly Circular. The 
office also produces the LSE Magazine, 
which is aimed at the School's alumni 
but also available to staff and students. In 
addition the office is responsible for Par- 
liamentary liaison and lobbying and for 
administering the activities of the 
recently formed Parliamentary Friends of 
LSE.
